Major-General AbrAm Duryee was a member of the Seventh Regiment, N. T. N. O.. 
for 91 years, In which regiment he was promoted from private through the different 
grmdes to Colonel, which ofHoe he held for t«*D vears. 

On the outbreak of the Civil War he organized the famous Duryee Zouaves, 6th N. T. 
Vols., and was soon afterwards promoted to Brigadier General, and then to Major- 
General. He died Sept. 27, 1890, aged 76 years. 

Our regiment, the Sd Duryee Zouaves. 165th N. Y. Vol. Infantry, was also named 
after General Duryee, who took a lively interest in our Veteran Auoclation, and presided 
at Its first public meeting.

Remarks of President Abraliam Lincoln when presenting 
to General Grant liis coniniiission as General-in-Chief of the 
Armies of the United Stau^s, and General (Grant's reply. 

Tresident J-incoln said: 

**General Grant, the nation's apjjreciaTion of what you have 
done, and its reliance upon you for what remains to be done 
in the existing great struggle, arc now ]>resenled, with this 
commission constituting yon Lieutcmint-Geoer:il in the Army of 
the United States With this high lionor devolves ui>on you, 
also, a eorresponding responsibility. As the country herein 
trusts yon so, under God, it will sustain you. I scarcely need 
to add that with what I here speak for the nation goes my 
own hearty eonrurrencc. " 



General Grant, in response, said: 

** Mr. President, I iiree[)t the tojnmission with gratitude 
for the high honor conferred. With the aid of the noble armies 
that have fought in so many fields for our common country, 
it will be my earnest endeavor not to disappoint your expecta- 
tions> 1 feel the full weight of the responsibilities now devolv- 
ing on me^ and I know that if they are met it will be due to 
those armies, and, above all, to the favor of that Providence 
which leads both nations and men/'
